The Injunction was granted 
in 


behalf of the G3 West Virginia mine 
corporations which sought to pre- 
vent unionization of the civil w.-ir 
region in that state by cutting off 
the source of the strike benefits to 
recompensate miners. 


The injunction shows a combina- 


tion of mine agreements and a, con- 
spiracy between union Mine workers 
of American -and Coal operators in 
the so-called' centavl 
competitive 


field to destroy what some of the 
conspirators called a, "vicious com- 
petition 
of 
the 
West Virginia 


mines," said Judge Anderson just be- 
fore issuing the writ. 


"A conspiracy to destroy such a 


competition is in direct 
contraven- 


io« of the Sherman anti-trust act," 
the judge said. "The union efforts in 
West Virginia fields were for 
the 


purpose of monopolizing the 
coal 


industry throughout the country so 
as to cover every coal producing 
state in the• inepnulic?'. He asserted 
this would smother the West Virgin- 
ia, competition by boosting prices of 
West Virginia productions and pro- 
tecting interests of operators in 
the central competitive fields. 


The Mingo mine war was the di-

Reed amendment would not stand 
the test of the court. The real ar- 
gument against the amendment in- 
troduced by Reed is that republican 
senators do not want to vote on the 
war bonus. 
They say out of one 


corner of their mouth that they could 
not get the money to pay the bonus 
and out of another corner they will 
remit $450,000,000 to the war pro- 
fiteers. Reed declared.
